There  were  thirtyseven  few  births  this  year  than  last  year 
in  your  area  -  the  birth  rate  falling  from  18. 7  per  lOOOof  the 
population  to  lk.7.  The  birth  rate  for  the  country  as  a  whole 
was  15»3  per  1000. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  of  2k. 8  per  1000  live  births 
continues  to  show  satisfactory  improvement.  This  trend  has 
been  obvious  over  many  years,  and  no  doubt  several  factors  have 
contributed  to  it.  We  look,  however,  to  the  National  Health 
Service  with  its  emphasis  on  meticulous  ante-natal  care  to 
maintain  that  improvement.

Again  we  note  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  due  to 
malignant  disease  and  coronary  disease.  This  is  not  peculiar 
to  your  area  -  it  is  characteristic  of  the  whole  country 

On  the  other  hand,  the  infectious  and  micro'bic  diseases 
are  gradually  being  mastered  by  chemo-therapy  and  the  antibiotics. 

Notifiable  diseased  dropped  by  more  than  half  and  only  one 
patient  out  of  125  required  treatment  in  hospital. 

Quite  apart  from  the  saving  of  life,  suffering  and  dis¬ 
ablement,  which  is  their  pre-eminent  justification,  the  use 
of  these  expensive  drugs  has  been  justified  by  tbe  immense 
saving  in  the  cost  of  hospital  maintenance. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation 

Seventytwo  children  were  immunised  -  ful3.  course. 

Twentytwo  children  received  a  "boosting"  dcse  on 

ataining  school  age. 

As  there  were  158  births  in  1951?  we  could  expect 
approximately  that  number  to  be  immunised  in  1952.  Hence 
a  record  of  seventytwo  so  protected  appears  to  be  a 
lamentably  low  proportion.

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1952. 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Water  is  supplied  throughout  the  District  by  the  Tees  Valley  Water 
Board  and  the  .Hartlopools  ’Water  Company  and  those  supplies  havo  been  of 
good  quality# 

In  all  cases  whore  there  is  a  mains  supply  water  is  laid  direct 
to  the  houses,  none  being  served  from  standpipes. 

The  only  parishes  without  a  piped  water  supply  are  Newsham,  Briorton, 
Claxton  and  Elwick  Hall.  These  parishos  are  made  up  of  farms  only# 

HOUSING. 

During  the  year  19  Council  houses  havo  been  built  and  occupied  - 
14  at  Greatham  and  5  at  Elmwood  Road,  Eaglescliffe,  These  wore  divided 
into  twelve  2  bedroom  type  and  seven  3  bedroom  typo. 

Also  during  the  year  5  houses  havo  boon  built  under  private  licence# 

Preliminary  notices  servod  on  owners  throughout  the  district  havo  all 
been  complied  with  without  any  further  action. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  collection  throughout  the  whole  of  the  area  is  carried  out  by  the 
Council* s  own  employees.  The  work  has  been  carried  out  in  a  satisfactory 
man  re  r  with  two  wagons  and  four  men#  A  number  of  conversions  from  ashpits 
to  the  water  carriage  system  were  made#

SEWAGE  SCHEMES. 

Permission  was  given  by  tho  Ministry  of  Health  for  a  start  to  ho 
made  on  tho  laying  of  sewers  and  construction  of  manholes  and  sowage 
disposal  works  at  Elwick,  Greatham,  Dalton  Piorcy,  Whitton,  Rodmarshall, 
Longnewton,  Hart  and  Thorpe  Thcwlos*  Very  good  progress  wa3  made  and  the 
sohomos  at  Elwick  and  Groatham  wore  completed  and  treating  sewage. 

A  number  of  samples  of  final  effluents  from  these  two  works  have  boon 
takon  by  inspectors  of  tho  Wear  and  Toes  River  Board  and.  on  analysis  woro 
found  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Royal  Commission# 

DRAINS  AND  SEWERS « 

Many  drain  stoppages  woro  cleared  on  camp  sites  occupied  by 
squatters,  council  estates  and  private  drains. 

A  now  length  of  373  yards  of  6"  and  9n  sower  was  laid  in  tho  parish 
of  Preston  on  Toes  to  take  the  drainage  from  58  houses  proposed  to  bo 
built  hero, 

A  now  longth  of  90  yard3  of  6n  sewer  was  laid  in  tho  parish  of 
Whitton  to  take  drainage  from  tho  18  houses  to  be  built  hero.
